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NAZIS STAGGER UNDER MIGHT OF SOVIET DRIVE 


NO FIGHTING TO THE DEATH for this German rearguard who 
were ordered to protect the retreat of some of their comrades from 
the fast-pursuing Russian troops. Instead, they surrendered. 
The Red army is blasting away on all fronts, strongly supported 


by heavy tanks and dive bombers, many of them American and 
English made. Soviet parachutists and guerrilla groups are in¬ 
creasingly active. Hitler is said to be taking reserves from Nazi- 
held countries in a desperate attempt to stem the Soviet drive.

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WEAPONS MADE IN BRITAIN hove been playing an important 
job in the Russian counter-offensive, and it is up to the Royal Navy 
to see that they arrive safely at their destination. Travelling 
this Arctic life-line, a convoy of merchantmen, some of them Rus¬ 


sian, are escorted by British warships and minesweepers. Stokers on 
this cruiser bringing up the rear of the convoy are de-icing 
chains and capstan with a jet of steam. As the convoy nears the 
coast of Russia a temperature of 52 degrees frost is not unusual. 



AN OVERCOAT OF ICE AND SNOW is sported by this British war¬ 
ship as it protects a convoy carrying important war materials to 
equip the Red army. Crews manning these ships receive an issue 
of Arctic clothing. For days these boats follow a carefully planned 


course until the Russian port is reached. The convoy is formed in 
the dark at a planned rendezvous and the whole voyage except 
for a brief hour or two of dawn is made in the dark. In these lati¬ 
tudes the sun is little seen for a period of at least three months. 
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THIS BRITISH CRUISER is on its way to a rendezvous with a 
convoy of merchantmen which will take to an Arctic port muni¬ 
tions for the Soviet armies. During winter months in seas north of 


the Arctic circle weather conditions are severe and sailors un¬ 
used to low temperatures register surprise to find their fingers 
"burned" when touching metal at 20 below on the Russian coast. 




LIKE ARCTIC EXPLORERS, these officers peer forth from under 
closely drawn parkas.

IN THE GUN HOUSE of the cruiser's turret, twenty men in the 
night watch take turns sleeping. Their chief discomfort is not 
so much the cold as fhe condensation dripping down from the roof. 
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ONE OF THE CURIOUS naval happenings of the war was the use 
of sail on a British destroyer. The steering gear jammed and the 
heavy weather caused engine trouble. To keep from being at the 
mercy of the seas, the commander went back to the old windjam¬ 


ming days and hoisted sail. The crew are seen rigging canvas along 
the bow stay, and the iron ship manoeuvred like a wooden ship un¬ 
der a jib sail only. This use of the wind offset the loss of a rudder 
and the crippled vessel managed to crawl 150 miles to a harbor. 



CRUISER ATLANTA IS AMERICAS OCEAN GREYHOUND 


IN THE OPEN SEA, with a bone in her teeth, the U..S. light 
cruiser Atlanta (6,000 tons) demonstrates her 38-knot speed. 
Like all other United States cruisers, she is called after a city. In 
her class are three others, the Juneau, San Diego and San Juan, all 


designed to serve as flagships for destroyer flotillas. She has 
12 five-inch guns and 12 ^mailer ones together with six torpedo 
tubes. With her speed and light armor, she can scout for the big 
battleships. Without armament, her cost was close to $13,000,000. 
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POSTERITY NEED NOT rely on the camera alone for pictorial 
records of World War No. 2 Canadian soldier-artists, men who 
have seen the grim efficiency of modern military machines, are busy 
recording vital aspects of our war effort. Here is an oil painting by 


E. J. Hughes, showing the mighty guns which guard Canadian 
shores. Army, navy and air force all have artists in their ranks 
who capture some of the spirit as well os the facts of the present 
struggle. Before long art of the three services may be co-ordinated. 



SPIRITED ACTION by Canadian ski troops in practice at Lans- 
down.e Park, Ottawa, has been caught by 0. N. Fisher in this oil 
painting for war records. The army branch of war art is directed by 
Col. F. A. Duguid of department of national defence, who insists on 


great accuracy of detail. Soldiers and their equipment must be 
correct enough to stand inspection by experts. Artists Fisher and 
Hughes^ both from the Canadian west, are noted for their mural 
painting for war records. 
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THE UNITED STATES NAVY has taken ample revenge for Wake, 
the Pacific island which the marines surrendered after a gallant 
defence. In a recent surprise attack, Japanese shore installations 
were smashed, two patrol boats and three big seaplanes were sunk. 
When the task force left this horseshoe-shaped coral island was 


ablaze from end to end as ammunition dumps and oil tanks caught 
fire With a fighter plane ready to be catapulted from her decks 
and her anti-aircraft guns pointed skyward for Jap bombers, this 
American cruiser lets go with a mighty salvo from her big guns. 
Japan's stronghold was badly battered with negligible U.S. losses.
